6 
ſeamen and marines who had been landed 
f from the ſquadron, were inſtantly reimbark- 55 
ed, and every preparation made to bid adieu 
to a port which had ſo long been the ſubject 
of our converſation; which but three days 
before we had entered with ſo many ſenti- 
ments of ſatisfaction ; and in which, as am 2;

val baniſhed ſleep, ſo that I roſe at the firſt 
dawn of the morning. But judge of my 
ſurprize on hearing from a ſerjeant, who ran 
down almoſt breathleſs to the cabin Where 
I was dreſſing, that a ſhip was ſeen off the 
harbour's mouth.

Of the natural hiſtory of the kangarovd we 
are ſtill very ignorant. We may, however, 
venture to pronounce this animal, a new. 
ſpecies of opoſſum, the female being | furniſh- | 
ed with a big, in which the young is con- 
tained,; and in which the teats are found. 
Theſe laſt are only two in number, a ſtrong 
preſumptive proof, had we no other evi- 
dence, that the kangaroo brings forth rarely | 

more than one at a birth. But this 1s ſettled

riably but one formed in the pouch. Not-

To 
this may be added baſs, mullets, ſkait, ſoles, 
leather-jackets, and many Bee ſpecies, all 
ſo good i in their kind, as to double our, re- 
gret at their not being more numerous, 
Sharks of an enormous fize are found here. 
One of theſe was caught by the people on 
board the Sirius, which meaſured at the 
| ſhoulders fix feet and a half in circumfe- 
rence. His liver yielded: twenty-four” gal- 
lons of oil; and in his ſtomach was found 
the head of a ſhark, which had been thrown, 
overboard from the ſame ſhip. The Indians, 
probably from having felt the effects of their 
voracious fury, teſtify the utmoſt horror on 


ſeeing theſe terrible fiſh.

The climate 3 is 8 very defirable 
to live in. In ſummer the heats are uſually 
moderated by the ſea breeze, which ſets in 

early; and in winter the degree of cold is 
ſo flight as to occaſion no inconvenience; 
once or twice we have had hoar froſts and 
Hail, but no appearance of ſnow. The ther- 
mometer has never riſen beyond 84, nor 
fallen lower than 35, in general it ſtood in 
the beginning of February at between 78 


8 and 74 at noon. Nor is the temperature of 
the air leſs healthy than pleaſant. Thoſe. 


' dreadful putrid fevers by which new coun- 
tries are ſo often ravaged, are unknown to 
us; and excepting a flight diarrhea, which 
prevailed ſoon after we had landed, and was 
fatal in very few inſtances, we are ſtrangers 
to epidemic diſeaſes. |
